Tuc gu-alest benefactor of the human race died niQre than half a 


million years ago. He was a hairy creature with a low brow and 
sunken eyes, a heavy jaw and strong tiger-like teeth. He would not 
have looked well in a gathering of modern scientists, but they would 
liave honored him as their iiiaster. For he had used a stone to break 
a nut and a stick to lift up a heavy boulder. He was the inventor of 
the hammer aad the lever, our first tools, and he did more than any 
human being who came after him to give man hU enormous advantage 
ovur iLe oihor animals v.ith whom he shares this planet. 


Ever .since, man has tried to make his life easier by the use of a 


greater number of tools. The first wheel (a round disc made out of an 
old tree) created as mark stir in the communities of 100,000'B. c. as 
the. fM lug machine did only a few years ago. 


In Washington, the story is told of a director of the Patent Office 


Office be abolished, because '"everything that possibly could be invented 
had boi'ji invented.'' A .similar f eel ing must have spread through the 
prehis/one world when the first sail was hoisted on a raft and the 
I>eople \vcie able to move from place to place without rowing or punt- 
ing or pulling from the shore. 


Indeed one of the most interesting chapters of history is the effort 


of man to let some oue else or something else do bis work for him, while 
he enjoyed his leisure, silting in the sun or painting pictures on rocks, 
or traininir young "wolves and little tigers to behave like peaceful 
domestic animals. 


OC couise in the very olden days, it was always possible to enslave 


a weaker neighbor and force him to do- the *npleasant tasks of life. 
One of the reasons why the Greeks and Romans, who were quite as 
intelligent as, we are, failed to devise more interesting machinery 
was to b<> found in the widespread existence of slavery. 
Why should 


a great mathematician waste his time upon wires and pulleys and 
cogs and fill the air with noise and smoke when he could go to the 
market-place and buy all the slaves he needed at a very small expense? 


And during the middle-ages, although slavery had been abolished 


and only a mild form of serfdom survived, the guilds discouraged the 
idea of using machinery because they thought this would throw a 
large number of their brethren out of work. Besides, tue Middle-Ages 
were not at all interested in producing large quantities of goods. 
Their tailors and butchers and carpenters worked for the immediate 
needs of the small community in which they lived and had no desire 
to compel" with their neighbors, or to produce more than was strictly 
accessary. 


During the Renaissance, when the prejudices of the Church against 


scientific investigations could no longer be enforced as rigidly as be- 
fore, a large number of men began to devote their lives to mathematics 
and astronomy and physics and chemistry. Two years before the be- 
ginning of the Thirty Years War, John Napier, a Scotchman, had 
published his little "book which described the new invention of loga- 
riihms. During the war itself, Gottfried Leibnitz of Leipzig had per- 
fected the system of infinitesimal calculus. Eight years before the 
peace of Westphalia, Newton, the great English natural philosopher, 
was born, and in that same year Galileo, the Italian astronomer, died. 
Meanwhile the Thirty Years War had destroyed the prosperity of 
coniml Europe and there was a'Sudden but very general interest in 
"n1- h"inv.'' tbp crrmn-p pseudo-science of the middle-ages by which 
people hoped to turn base metals into gold. This proved to be impos- 


new idwis and greatly helped the work of the chemists who were their 
successors. 


The \vork of all those men provided the world with a solid scientific 


foundation upon which it was possible to build even the most com- 
plicated of engines, and a number of practical men made good use 
of it. The Middle-Ages had used wood for the few bits of necessary 
Tnn.-ln.ii>; v 
F.nt-wood -\voiv nnt p.nsilv. Iron was a much better ma- 


tonal, utii^irun was scarce except in j^u^iauu,

most of the smelling was done. To smelt iron, huge tires were needed. 
Ju the beginning, tin-so, lires had been made of wood, but gradually 
the forests had been used up. Then "stone coal'1 (the petrified trees 
of prehistoric times) was used. Cut coal as you know has to be dug 
out of the ground and it has to be transported to the. smelling ovens 
aiid the mines have'to be kept dry from the ever invading waters. 


• Those wcie two problems which had to be solved at oace. For the 
time being, horses could still be used to haul the coal-wagons, but the 


question demanded the application o_f special machinery. 


THE FIKST STEAMBOAT 


Several inventors were busy trying to solve the difficulty. 
They all 


knew that steam would have to be used in their new engine. The idea 
of the steam engine was very old. Hero of Alexandria, who lived in 
the first century before Christ, has described to us several bits of 
machinery- which, were driven by steam. The people of the Renaissance 
had played with the notion of steam-driven war chariots. The Mar- 
quis of Worcester, a contemporary of Newton, in his book of inventions, 
tells of a steam engine. A little later, in the year 1G9S, Thomas 
Savery of London applied for a patent for a pumping engine. At the 
same time, a Hollander, Christian Huygens, was trying to perfect an 
engine in which gun-powder was used to cause regular explosions in the 
same way as we use gasoline in our motors. 


All over Europe, people were busy with the idea. Denis Papin. a 


Frenchman, friend nnd assistant of Huysens, was making experiment- 
with steam engines in several countries. He invented a Kttle wagon 
that was driven by steam, and a paddle-wheel boat. But when he tried 
to take a trip in his vessel, it was confiscated by the authorities on a 
complaint of the boatmen's union, who feared that such a craft would 
deprive them of their livelihood. Papin finally died in London ia 
great poverty, having wasted all his money on his inventions. But at 
the time of his foath, another mechanical enthusiast, Thomas New- 
comen, was working on the problem of a now steam-pump. Fifty years 
later his engiue was improved upon by James Watt, a Glasgow instru- 
ment maker. In the year 1777, he gave the world the first steam engine 
that proved of real practical value. 


But during the centuries of experiments with a '-heat-engine," the 


political world had greatly changed. The British people had succeeded 
the Dutch as the common-carriers of the world's trade. They had 
opened up new colonies. They took the raw materials which the 
colonies produced to England, and there they turned them into fin- 
ished products, and then they exported the finished goods to the four 
corners of the world. During the seventeenth century, the people of 
Georgia and the Carolina? had begun to grow a uew shrub which gave 
a strange sort of woolly substance, the so-called "cotton-wool/' After 
this had been prutkeu. li \\as SV.LU to England and there the peo^e o? 
Lanca.stersh ire wove it into cloth. This weaving was done by hand and 
in the homes of the workmen. Very soon a number of improvements 
were made in the process of weaving. In the year 1730, John Kay 
invented the "fly shuttle." In 1770. James Hargreaves got a patent 
on his "spinning jenny." Eli Whitney, an American, invented the 
"cotton-gin, which separated the'cotton from its seeds, a job which had 
previously been done by hand at the rate of only a pound a day. 
Finally Richard Arkwriglit and the Reverend, Edmund Cartwright 
inventf-d large weaving machines. -R-bicli were driven by water power. 
And then, in the eighties of the eighteenth century, just when the 
Estates General of France bad begun those famous meetings which 
were to revolutionize the political system of Europe, the engines of 
Watt were arranged in such a way that they could drive the weaving 
machines of Arkwright, aad this created an economic and social rev- 
olution which has chanced M-man ro];itio;>sb:n in almost every part 
of the world. 


As soon as the stationary eugiue hud pn-\,'d a success, the invent- 


ors turned their attention to the problem of propelling boats and carts 
with the help of a mechanical eoBtrivance. Watt himself designed

poleon that with the use of his submarine boat, the "Nautilus,'' and 
his "steam-boat," the French might be able to destroy the naval 
supremacy of England.

phlox, Arctic daisies, rock fern and 
many less known varieties. 


Over the south side of the ra- 


vine stretched -a great ice field. 
In a brief exploration of this field 
an interesting formation was dis- 


closed where the rivulet tearing 
down beneath the ice mass had 
chiseled out a perfect tunnel. 


For the next half mile the trail 


passed alternately through morass 
and rocky stretches where the riv- 
ulet preempted the hollowed trail.

that Russia or China, could put in 
the field, the cold figures reveal. 


This does not take into consider- 


ation the wonderful potentialities 
of this government to organize and 
equip its fighting forces, or the 
weapons to be employed, the air 


j service, the big guns, motor service 
and other branches in which ex» 
p«rts claim the United States would 
b» so far ahead as to make com- 
parisons seem absurd. 


China is by far the largest in

"An Injustice can not be Inflict- 


ed upon the railway workers with- 
out leaving its mark of shame up- 
on the record of our whole mdus- 
trial life. 
It Is essential to the 


well-being of the man on strike, to 
the well-being of all workers and 
to the well-being- of our national 
industrial organization that justice 
shall prevail in the struggle now 
going on in the railroad industry. 


"It must bo clear to all wage 
earners and to all thinking men and 
women that the policy which has 
been pursued by the railroads has 
been entirely In hormony with the 
policies of all organisations of em- 
ployers which, since the Armistice, 
have been seeking- to weaken and 
destroy the voluntary organizations 
of the workers. The railroads have 
been entirely m harmony -with the 
the moment government control 
was relinquished on March 1, 1920. 
"For two and a half years the 


railroad workers now on strike 
made every possible effort to co- 
operate -with the railroad 
labor 


board In order to give tha law 
every possible trial and to secure if 
possible just 
conditions 
for the 


workers and continuous operation 
of the roads. No amount of con- 
scientious effort and forbearance 
on the part of the workers, how- 
ever, could overcome the attitude 
and the policies dictated by the 
small but powerful group of bank- 
ers who control the finance of the 
railroads and who have compelled 
the adoption by the railroads of a 
policy of bitter antagonism to the 
organizations of the workers.

bor Commissioner in San Francisco. 
The Labor Commissioner immedi- 
ately took the matter up with the 
director of state institutions in Sac- 
ramento with a view to having the 
conditions remedied. 


The Institution director agreed 
to have the matter looked into. 
The opinion of the State Attorney 
General was requested, who after 
going into the provisions of the ast 
and quoting the first paragraph of 
section one of the eight-hour law 
which reads: 


"No female shall be employed In 
any manufacturing, mechanical or 
mercantile establishment, laundry, 
hotel, .public lodging house, hos- 
pital, place of amusement, or res- 
taurants, or telegraph or telephone 
establishment or office or in the 
operation of elevators in 
office 


buildings or by 
any express or 


transportation 
company in this 


state more than eight hours during 
any one day of twenty-four hours

high as 40 per cent of the payrolls 
to 
maintain 
pension 
payments. 


Most of the older schemes in Eu- 
rope and in America are on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 
A great 


many of them 
have been aban- 


doned without'fulfilling their obli- 
gation to the men. 


This means,. not only that 'the 


cities are approaching a most de- 
plorable 
financial 
condition 
as 


regards their pension systems, but 
that the rights of the men pen- 
sioned are being-jeopardized. Those 
men have been paying assessments 


. for years, with the understanding 
that'they are to receive the benefits 
of the pension system, and, as a

It wso ahout 1 o'clock in the 


mi.rning in mid-September when I 
landed at Lemon Co\e on the elec- 
tric road running out of Vit-aha. I 
was fairly equipped for the four- 
day hike with hobnailed hoots, 
strong1, serviceable clethipg, sweat- 
er nnd ruck sack containing bread, 
ra'-ms, chocolate, a vest pocket ko- 
dak and botanical specimen! book.

It was the most uppish road I had 
ever encountered. Just across the 
canyon along the south side was an 
almost level highway. I had not 
been told of the new road and so 
had no information as to whether 
or not it reached as far east as 
Oakgrove. 
"When 
I 
asked 
the 


driver for information h* pointed 
to the o'd roid as the better routp. 


Because I had been informed 
that the route to Mineral King 
abounded with springs, I had not 
taken the precaution to cirry a 
canteen. As soon as I crossed the 
East fork and began toiling up a 
flivver-defying grade. I realized my 
mistake Carefully I scanned eveiy 
side canyon in hopes 
of 
finding 


even a tiny stream. Soon the road 
turned sharply and began plung- 
ing downward 
at 
a 
terrifjing 


grade. 
Every toilsome,foot I be- 


grudged for I knew it meant a re- 
climu to higher altitudes later on. 


Far below me the river v>as lost 


in the depths of a bos canyon. To 
get to the river, 1 realizad, would 
mean a heavy climb back to the 
road, and since I had no means of 
carrjmg a supply of water, the 
brief respite from thir=t would not 
be worth the exertion 
Surely, I 


argued, this road won t continue 
to go up and down this way for tha 
two miles (air line"* to Oakgro'-e, 
But that is exactly what that atro- 
cious road did. After an hpur of 
heart-breaking, tongue-bloating ef- 
fort I stopped, lo^Kcd acrc-s the 
canyon and saw the line of new 
hiehwav seemmeiv as level as a 
ballroom iioor, IMIIL.I i cuulu LOW 
see would have taken me to Oak- 
grove in a. third the time. And as 


I learned later I would have es- 
caped thirst, for the new road had 
a number of springs at intervals. 


By this time the sun was over- 
head and adding to my thirst prob- 
lem. Chocolate helped appease th% 
thirst temporarily, but 
soon my 


tongue swelled to twice its noinia.1 
size. I figured I was now within a 
half mile of Oakgrove, and found 
some comfort in 
anticipation of 


burying my face in cold water- The 
last hundred yards to the Oak- 
grove hotel I made at a desperate 
trot. In the garden I found an 
open 
irrigation 
ditch. 
Without 


hesitation I buried my face in the 
cool stream, letting the heavenly 
liquid rinse out my parched mouth. 
Of course I did not drink at thi^ 
time, but I did revel in the fee! o£ 
the -water on face and wrists. 


As it was now 2 o'clock I de- 


cided not to push on to Atwell's 
MiU 
that day. Although not 


equipped with a bathing suit, I 
relegated modesty to the redwoods, 
went do-nn to the river and low- 
ered myself circumspectly'into a 
tree frjngpd pool. During the quar- 
ter hour in which I lay stretched 
out in the cool of that mountain 
stream I neither saw nor heard a 
human being. 


After that terrible climb in the 


sun and without water, the hours 
spent at Oakgrove near running 
v> a* r were a° tl"l shtft:! as one 
could wish. After dinner I plunged 
into a good old fashioned feather 
btd and auoke eany lor the !.',.e 
to Mineral King. 


The second day opened with less 


promise than the first. Early in tha 
morning, while only a mile or two 
above Qakgnn e, a. rain flurry ap- 
peared to the eouth over Homei'a 
Nose.

whim of the weather, for thereafter 
nothing but sunshine greeted me- . 


The run; ii.ilcs frura Oakgrc-* 3 


to Atwell's Mill represents a ^ erti- 
cal climb of 3700 feet, or consid- 
erably more than a half mile. Tha 
road hugs the north canyon wail. 
making many haripm turns, swing- 
ing around a promonotory and 
seemingly twisting back perhaps a 
third of a mile witnout advancing 
more than a few feet. Up ahead

Except that Saw- 
tooth Peak lacks the glacial ro!,ei 
of Sir Donald in the Selkirk?, its 
striated fang stands out as im- 
as its lower counterpart 


From Atwell's Mill to Mineral 


King the ascent is comparatively 
slight. 
Instead of rounding tha 


precipitous walls of a box can- 
yon hundreds of feet above tha 
river, you follow an «asy gi da 
that presently parallels the river

ert. 
Tliis was first heard of in 


185S 
when White and h>i Mpvican 


boy appeared and submitted sev- 
eral samples to an assayer. 


The latter reported 
that

rock carried values of a thousand 
ounces of gold to the ton. This 
figured at the present price of 
?20.6T au ounce iiieaiit $-,007,000 
to the ton. Naturally when the 


_ news was broken by the excited 
jessayer the 
district went wild. 
i White refused to tell \\ here the 


deposit lay. He did say, however, 
that there was plenty of the rock. 
The miners held a meeting and, 
headed by a brother of the late 
Senator Sharon, of Nevada, gave 
White the choice of revealing the 
location of the deposit or being 
strung up to the slack end of a 
windlass rope. 


After being assured th;.t u he- 


led the men to the -site he would 
be ghen choice of location, hu 
consented, lie informed tne ciu\\d 
that it was 150 miles to the mine 
across uncharted desert. This did 


however, and when

A Southern California deposit of 


large values, found and then iost 
again, is the silver deposit oC the 
Las 1'alomares in San Diego coun- 
ty. This was a silver ledge of fao- 
uluUb wluc, the accidental d'-=cov- 
ery of a nature lovmg schoolmas- 
ter who die! not realize the value of 
ins lind Haul s-cmial j uii'a ^.tcr 
and who was then unable to re- 
locate the original ledge. 


He had ridden to the rim of the 


Las Palomares to a ridge whidi 
save a distant view of the Pacific 
ocean. 
Throwing his bridle reins 


o'i er a projecting knob of i-ock he 
had walked a short distance olf to 
get a better view of the surround- 
ing country- "When he turned back 
he found the horse had broken 
the knob of rock away and was 
cropping the grass a short distance 
off. The sunlight striking the brok- 
en projection of rock v-as reflected 
hack and the- schoolmaster in ad- 
miration of the peculiar crystalline 
structure of the rocfc, picked up 
the broken fragment and put it in 
his saddle bag. 


Then he proceeded to forget the 


incident. It was forcibly Drought 
back to him, however, when a 
couple of years later he showed 
The rock to a mining friend in San 
Diego. The latter pronounced it to 
be silver of a very high 
grade. 


Both men returned to the Palo- 
m.ir-:s in search of the Ieds°.

years of rail travel in the 


west.have wrought many changes. 
-Perhaps fifty years in the future 
will sec more changes. A look into 
the future—at possible dirigible or 
tube travel—would be fascinating:. 
But it is more engaging to look into 
the past, for there we face not 
speculation, but fact. 


Fact, packed with romance! 
It seems only the day before yes- 


terday when transcontinental rail- 
roading was a new thing. 
During 


the past fifty years many changes 
have come. But back about 1870 
we thought the highest point of 
comfort 
and 
luxury had 
been 


achieved. 


The completion of a 
railroad 


across the continent called for many 
new things in railroading. During 
the 
past half century improve- 


ments have been increasing annu- 
ally but at a much slower pace than 
was .necessary during the first year 
or two that the old Central Pacific 
line to Promontory operated as a 
part o£ the first transcontinental 
railroad. 


By 1871 the general problems 


had bt'On pretty well worked out. 
The snowshcds on the Central Pa- 
cific mfido winter travf-1 possible, 
although the old style snow-plows 
were often called out from their 
stablps at Cisco and other points. 


Old wood burners puueii up me 


steep grades. Long piles of wood 
cordf-d along the track, sometimes 
for milts, v/crc objects of interest 
to us travelers as. from the open 
windows, we watched the entire 
train crew sweating as they tossed 
cord wood into the tender to carry 
thr- i m i n a few miles further up 
hill. 


The- position of Wood Agent was 


an mi'iorinnt one in tin- early days 
of the Central Paciiic and even well 
up into the '5Os.

Bourbons at Last Removed from the Throne of France

(Last T»eel{ Mr. Van Loon iold />on> the Holy Alliance was followed 


by the Monroe doctrine. As for the troubles on. the Comment of Europe, 
they ia>ere coming fast and furious. 
Trouble against the Holy Alliance was 


brewing in Spain, Italy and Russia. Mellernich K>as faced by 
disaffection 


everywhere. 
The spirit of the people JPOS beginning to be ugly, especially 


in France.) 


The ieal trouble, however, began in the Balkans, the gateway to 


western Europe, through, which the invaders of that continent had 
passed since the beginning of time. The first outbreak was in Mol- 


davia, the ancient Roman province of Davia, which had b<*en cut off 


from the Empire in "the third century. Since then, it had been ajost 
laud, a M>n of Atlantis, where the people had continued to speak the 


old .Roman tongue and still called themselves Romans and their coun- 
try Boiimaaia. Heie in the year 1S21, a young Greek, Prince Alexander 
i'pxil.iLiti. began a revolt against the Turks. He told hh followers 


that they could count upon the support of JRu«bia. But Metternich's 


fa^t couriers vvuie soon on their way to St. Peter-burg, and the ISar, 


entiicly per.-uaded by the Austrian arguments in favor of ''peace 
and siabjiny,'' refused to help. Yp-olanti wa« fuieed to See- to Aus- 
u.'a. v\heie he bpont the next scuii years, in pi'>.'.ri. 


Tn the same year, 1821, trouble began in Greece. Since 1313 a seciet 


of Greek patriots had been preparing the way for a revolt, 


they hoiked the flag of independence in the Morea (the 


ancient Peloponc*us) and drove the Turkish, garrisons away. The 
Turks ansv\ercJ in the ti.-na) fashion. They took the Greek Patriarch 


of Cons tanliuople, who was regarded as their Pope both by the Greeks^ 
and by mauy Russians, and they hanged him on Easter Sunday of 
the year 1521, together with a number of his bishops. The Greeks 


•came back with a massacre of all the Mohammedans in Tripolitsa, the 
capital of the Morea, and the Turks retaliated by an attack upon the 


iM.nt'l of Chios, where they murdered 25,000 Christians and sold 


•J.1.000 others as slaves into Asiaa nd Egypt. 


Then the Greeks appealed to the European courts, but Metiernich 


told them in so many words that they could "stew in their own 
oreasp1' CT am not trying to make a pun, but I am quoting His Serene 
Highness, who informed the Tsar that this 'Tire of revolt ought to 
Luiu ii-clf oul. LcvuiiJ the pale of civilisation''), and the froruipvs 
•were closed to those volunteers who wished to go to the rescue of the 
pauiuiii. Hellenes. Their cause seemed lost. At the request of Turkey, 
an Egyptian army was landed in the Morea, and soon the Turkish flag 
was again flying from the Acropolis, the ancient stronghold of Athens. 
The Egyptian army then pacified the country >!a la Turque," and 
Meueinkh followed the proceedings with-quiet interest, awaitrng the 
day when this "attempt against the peace of Europe" should be a 
thin/ of the past. 


Once more it was England which upset his plans. The greatest

Even the police spies of the Holy Alliance were powerless against 


this iiaiimviS characteristic. In the. year 182-f, Lord Byron, a rich 
young Englishman who wrote the poetry over which all Europe wept, 
hoisted the sails of his yacht and started south to help the Greeks. 
,Three mouths later the news spread tnrougn Europe that iheir iieio 
lay dead in Mi&solonghi, the last of the Greek strongholds. His lonely 
death caught the imagination of the people. In all countries societies 


Bavaria sent hundreds of his officers. Money and supplies poured 
in upon the starving men of Misbolonghi. 


In England, George Canning, who had defeated the plans of 1he 


Holy Alliance in South America, was now prime minister. He saw his 
chance to r-heckmate Metternich for a second time. The English and 
Russian fleets were already in the Mediterranean. They were sent bv 
governments ^hkL. dareu 110 longer suppress the popular enthusiasm 
for the cause of the Greek patriots. The French navy appeared because 
France, since the end of the Crusades, had assumed the role of the 
defender of the Christian faith in Mohammedan lands. On October 
201of the year 1827 the ships of the three nations attacked the Ttukish 
fleet in the boy of ^'avarino and do'troveu it. Barely has the news 
of a battle been received with such general icjoicing. The people of 
western. Europe and Russia who enjoyed no freedom at home consoled 
themselves by fighting an imaginary war of liberty o* 
1 behalf of the 


oppressed Greeks. In the year l^?^ th^v hnrt ih^ir rewaul. Gioeop 
became an independent cation, and the policy of reaction and stability 
buiiwju ii> stx'unu t;1*-'111- ueixai.. 


It would 1-e absurd were I 1o try, in this short volume, to give you 


a detailed account of the struggle for national iiulepemlL-nce in all 
other countries. Theie aie a laige number of excellent books devofed 
to such subjects. I have described the struggle for the independence 
of Greece because it was the first successful attack upon the bulwark 
of reaction which the Congress of Vienna had erected to "maintain 
the stability of Europe/' That mighty foiuess of suppiession still 
held out and Metternich continued to be in command. But the end 
was near. 


In France ibe Bourbons had established an almost unbearable 


rule of police officials, who were trying to undo the work of rho 
French revolution, with an absolute disregard of the regulations and 
laws of civilized warfare. When Louis Till died in the year 1824, 
the people had enjoyed nine years of "peace" which had pioved c^en 
more unhappy than the ten years of war of the Empire. Louis was 
succeeded by his brother, Charles. 


Louis had belonged to that famous' Botnbon family which, 


although it never learned anything, never forgot anything. The recol- 
lection of that morning in the town of Hamm, when news had reached 
him of the decap1"^atioT! of hi 
1* brother. remamPd a ronf-iant warning 


of what might happen to those kings who did not read the signs of 
the times aiight. Charles, on the other hand, who had managed io 
run up private debts of fifty million francs before he was twenty years 
of age, knew nothing, remembered nothing, and riirmly intended to 
learn nothing. As soon as he had succeeded his brother, he tried to 
suppress the newspapers which dared to ciiticise his government, and 
dismissed the Parliament because it supported the Fres*. His days 
were numbered. 


On the night of the 27th of July of the year 1530, a revolution took 


place in Paris. On the 30th of the same month, the king fled to the 
coast and set sail for England. In this way the ''famous farce of 
fifteen years" came to an end and the Bourbons were at last removed 
from the throne of France. They were too hopelessly incompetent. 
France then might have returned to a Republican form of government, 
but such a step would not have been tolerated by Metteruich. 


The situation was dangerous enough. The spark of rebellion had 


leaped beyond the French frontier and had set fire to another ponder 
house filled vv ith national grievances. The new kingdom of the Xetheiv 
lands had not been a success. The Belgian auu uw Dutch people had 
•nnthintr in nommon rind th^ir kintr. William of Ornnsfe (the descend- 
ant of an uncle of William the Silent), while a hard worker and a • 
good business man. was too much lacking in tact and pliability to keep 
the peace among his uncongenial subjects. On the 25th of August there 
was a popular outbreak against the Dutch authorities in Brussels. Two 
months later, the Belgians declared themselves independent and elected 
Leopold of Coburg, the uncle of Queen Victoria of England, to the 
throne. 
That was an excellent solution of the difficult?.

neighbors.

Bismarck by now had marnged to gain the complete confidence of 
the King of Prussia. That was? all he asked for. The opinion of the 
Prussian parliament; or of the Prussian people interested him not at 
all. With his own e\es he had seen the defeat of the Liberals. He 
knew that he would not he able to get rid of Austria without a war, 
and iie begaii by strengthening the Prussian army.

Bismarck did no! even bother 1o discuss The matter. 


He went ahead arid increased his army >vilh t'ne help of funds which 
ihe Prussian house of Peers and the king placed at his disposal.

There 
ruav bt a umuusiun that it was due to political 
reasons, for one thing because the regents were 
prompt to accept ihe resignation before find 
in<r a successor. Thev are finding it extremelv 
d'ffirult to rliseo\er a sn'-n^^or find this dem- 
onstration of the student body has some ap- 
pccrauLC of pcij^IcAin0 tL^ situdijuu.

no pronounced disposition in any quarter to 
criticize the regents, but there is an insist- 
ent curiosity, not entirely idle, on the part of 
the public to know the exact situation. Friends 
of the great institution feel that its interests 
are not being promoted by the veil of secrecy 
that has appareritlv enveloped the transaction. 
In the matter of an appropriation alone, it is 
felt that the Legislature w ill l>e less prompt in 
meeting the requirements because of this con- 
troversy than it would be if everything was un- 
doubtedly harmonious. 


IB Music Overdone Here? 


"Whether San Francisro is music mad may be 


open to disrii^ion, but that so™e producers 
are mad seems a reasonable conclusion after 
considering s-mie communication* I have re 
ceived on the subject. One incloses the draft 


^'ew York, which begins this way: ''Evidently 
Xew York concert managers must have read 
Horace Gieeley's saying, 'Go West, young 
man.' for they are sending so many arusts west 
that it is almost impossible to get a pjace in 
which to pla;. them. The San Francisco Sym- 
phony wlii'h finrorlv rtlnved nhrmt f - R ^ n f ^ - 
ttto i_uiiusi.u> it sseo-vui, uo\\ pia^s close to litty 
in San Francisco alone. . . . Commencing 
next Sunday there w ill IK; sit concerts in seven 
days. In tning to find a d?te for an attrac- 
tion I ran up aeainst seven atfract:ons in pielit 
days; and I have not taken account of all the 
events lifted here, nor of those set for Oakland 
and Berkeley, cities that are but twenty min- 
utes distant. I'll bet that in a little over a 
month San Fianci«co, Oakland and Berkeley 
^•iii iipy over fif'y concerts booked. 
It is 


unnecessary to tell you that these attractions 
cannot possibly get the business they should 
lave. If Eastern managers curtailed their out- 
put, instead of sending hundreds of artists each 
year to fill the sixty or seventy available dates 
on the coast, there wouM not be the present 
deplorable oierpi eduction of singers and 
players." 
The City as an Impresario 


Another letter, accompanied by a handbill 


which advertises 2000 symphony- seats at 25 


torium where the San Francisco orchestra, con- 
ducted by Alfred Hertz, will play, complain* of 
the city engaging in the amusement business. 


The complaint is that this is not legitimate 
competition, nor a healthful exploitation of art. 
'•"No private enterprise could engage the San 
Francisco orchestra of eighty musicians, with 
a renowned conductor; Uda. Waldrop to play 
the organ, Louis Persinger to play the violin, at 
au aumi&biou oi zo c«uib per, or five for a dol- 
lar. There are paid ads in all the newspapers; 
great billboards scream with the announce- 
ments; boards are placed alLover the streets — 
private producers would be arrested and jailed 
if they did that; there is no war tax, because 
the city is the impresario; nor any city license, 
which would be §oO each concert, nor any 
charge for rent, heating, lighting or janitor 
service. Of course there will be a deficit not- 
withstanding, but the city of San Francisco is 
behind the enterprise with all its taxpayers. 
The enterprise doesn't lune to make good.'' 
The couespondent makes out a rather interest- 
ing case, but doesn't add to it by concluding, 
"How the auditor manages to pay the vouchers 
is something that those uneducated in city hall' 
politics cannot understand." It is not neces- 
sary to /e ch in politics to wonder if it is any 
prnj'M1 function of municipal government to 
engage in such enterprises as producing sym- 
phony concert at cut rate prices. 
A Possible Satisfaction 


The writer of the complaint last alluded to 


may be able to get satisfaction from the ar- 
raignment of the public by the leading music 
critic of the city press for its indifference to 
the Auditorium Symphony enterprise. 
He be- 


gins with the query, ''What is the matter with 
San Francisco music lovers?1' Then it is ex- 
plained that the engagement of the San Fran 
cisco Symphony orchestra for five popular con- 
certs in the civir auditorium is a municipal 
undertaking, "designed solelv for the enjoy- 
ment ot the citizens and not tor profit,'' It is 
declared that no other city in the United States 
has attempted an enterprise oi this kind. "Yet 
the response thus far has been so laggaid as to 
1*} surprising This, particularly in vie\v of the 
fact that when the orchestra has played in the 
auditorium under the management of the Musi- 
cal Association the great hall has been neatly 
always crowded to its capacity. Yet when five 
concerts are offered at a season rate ranging 
from ^1 to $4 for reserved seats, there is an un 
accountable hesitancy in snapping up the op- 
portunity." From this it would appear that 
the city is not prospering as an impresario.
